PEARS.—This delicate fruit must be 
packed and shipped when it is fully ma- 
tured and before it has ripened, so as to 
Insure arrival in good order. Pears are 
not as elastic 
and bottom of the barrel or package with 
Btraw-paper, to prevent the fruit being | 
stained by the wood of the barrel or pack- | 
age. Assort and pack same as apples, ex- 
cept placing the blossom-end of the fruit 
upon the end not opened. When the 
barrel is full, press the head in firmly, 
without starting the juice. Summer pears, 
if over two days on the way, should be 
ventilate -d ; otherwise the pacxage should 
be tight, as_ the fruit will ripen more uni- 
formly, and hold its color better. 

Pracnes.—Pack in steve-baskets hold- 
ing halfa bushel. They are firmer than 
splint baskets, and protect the fruit better.

No won- 
der, then, that it does’ not produce, and 
ers cut it up as useless. 

The quince is naturally a small, irregu- 
lar-growing tree, rarely rising higher than 
15 feet ; but, if grown in rich ground, it is 
very loxuriant in leaves and branches, 
and in October or November, when hung 
with the golden fruit, it is very orna- 
mental. 

The quince is propagated from cuttings 
or roots. The former is the simplest and 
easiest method. For family or market use, 
well-grown trees of several years’ age can 
always be obtained from the nurseries. 

A moist soil is most congenial to their 
growth. They flourish well by the sides 
of brooks, or ponds, or running streams of 
water. The soil must be deep, rich, well- 
cultivated, well manured by top-dressing 
every season. Such care and attention 
the tree repays with abundant crops of 
beautiful fruit. 

While young, it must be well pruned 
and trained, otherwise it will become an 
irregular, crooked bush. To make a 
handsome, symmetrical head, it is aerely 
necessary to start with a straight, stout 
| trunk, of about two or three feet high. 

| From this, by the same method as apple- 
pruning, 8 regular head can be formed. 

The best variety for market is the 
| orange or apple- shaped quince. The tree 
| is a vigorous grower, the fruit of large 
| size, of a clear rich golden yellow, and a 

smooth skin. If left on the tree until 
| fully rine, it cooks perfectly tender ; but, if 

gathered too early, when cooked it be- 
heseds perfectly hard. The flavor is de- 
| licious and the product very abundant. 








| EXPERIENCE WITH THE BAR- 
BERRY AS A HEDGE-PLANT. 


P. Atiyn, Renton Harbor, Mich., writes 
the American Institute Farmers’ Club as 
follows : 

“T want to say a few words about the 
barberry. One fact is worth halfa dozen 
guesses ; and I have experimented on bar- 
berry for ten years, and cannot see its 
character as some do, Ten years ago, or 
about that time, I planted 100 barberry 
bushes i in Dela ware County, Iowa. Ti 
following winter, on thirty different days, 

to | 


the mercury s*nk down from 19 

| degs. below zero, and it did not injure 
the barberry. This ought to est lish its 
hardiness. Four years ago I planted ten 


rods of small barberry plants fora hedge on 


my place. That hedge now appears like 
a perfect fence. Man or beast would 
try more than once before passing through 





it. Two years more of such growth as 
it he ad last year would make it hog-tight, 
horse-high, end bull-strone. As_ to 
its blasting crops, I have raised whest, 
corn, sugar-cane, potatoes, and many va- 
rieties of fruit, right along beside the bar- 
berries; and the only thing Tever knew | 
blasted was a few Dlasted English goose- 
berries, which always blasted, even when 
far away from “y barberries. One writer 
complains of the sprouting from the root, 
and becoming a nuisance. I deny that 
one plant of the barberry ever sprouted 
from the root. It does, itis true, throw up 
| each year straight sprouts from the collar 
of the plant. The second year said 
| shoots throw oft lateral branches, which 
lock and interlock with the previous 
growth. All of these sprouts unite below 
the collar in one central root, which at the 
depth of eight or nine inches branches oui 
into proper roots; but I have never seen 
one bud onthe root of any plant of the 
barberry. I fully believe that the bar- 
berry is yet destined to become the great 
hedge-plant of America.”

MANURE FoR PoTATOES.—An exchange 
the follow ing receipt for raising po- 
tatoes is worth the price of any paper for 
one year to any farmer that is short of 
| manure. It is a3 good as the best super- 
phosphate of lime, and it will not cost half 
so much. It has been tried two years, 
and is good on dry land. Take one cask 
| of lime and slack it with water, and then 
| stirin one bushel of fine salt, and then 
| mix in loam or ashes enough, so that it will 
| not become mortar; it will make about 
five barrels. Putin half a pint in a hill 
|at planting. All manures containing 
| potash are particularly suitable for the 
| potato. Ashes contain more than any 
other natural fertilizer, and should be freely 
j; used and carefully saved. Any farmer 
| seeing the analysis of the ashes of potatoes, 
| given in last week’s INDEPENDENT, can 
readily imagine what fertilizers produce 
| the greatest effect and what the plant most 
needs.

These impree- 
sions, made before there existed a human 
mind, even before there lived a single 
species of mammalia, exhibit as distinct- 
ly every claw and phalange as when 
first imprinted on the soft sand; and 
show a wonderful record to those skilled 
im reading the petrified hieroglyphics in 
the diary of the world’s creation. 

The gifted Hugh Miller remarks: 
* They tell of a time, far removed into 
the bygone eternity, when great birds 
frequented by myriads the shores of a 
fpameless lake, to wade into its shallows 
fm quest of mail-covered fishes of the 
ancient type, or long-extinct mollusks ; 
while reptiles equally gigantic, and of 
still stranger proportions, frequented the 
neighboring swamps and savannahs.” Of 
this scene nothing remains to show that 
Dirds had appeared at that period save 
their footprints. As they recorded in 
indelible characters their existence and 
eotemporary surroundings, so individuals 
and nations perpetuate their impressions 
wponthe grand moral and intellectual 
tracing-board of the world. 

Mere footprints they may be, made 
thoughtlessly and carelessly ; but, hallowed 
by the lapse of time, they become not only 
chronological registers of facts, but moral 
instructors, serving as guides and designs 
@r succeeding generations, and influencing 
the progression of the human race. The 
actors long since moldered—their graves, 
Tike that of Moses, unknown, or their 
birthplaces, like Homer’s, forgotten—their 
footprints, unchanged by the crusts of 
ages, preserve the outlines of their his- 
tory, and, while teaching the beholder by 
experience and example, also incite him to 

ater exertions. Or, as the American 
onl gracefully says: 

“ Footprints that perhaps another, 
falling o'er life’s solemn main, 

A forlorn and shipwrecked brother, 
Beeing shall take heart again." 

These footprints map the strife between 
@he two contending forces—right and 
wrong; between knowledge and ignor- 
ance, religion and superstition, freedom 
and tyranny. Down through the drift of 
wees they tell, on the one hand, of degra- 
G@ation and weakness, of persecutien and 
martyrdom, of grinding oppression and 
@lanking chains; on the other, of eleva- 
Won and strength, of reformation and con- 
version, of inalienable rights and broken 
Getters. They speak of the evil conse- 
quences of dissension, of eorruption, of 
treason, of usurpation. And both church 
and state weuld do well to heed their 
warning: “ Avoid the mistakes of your 
predecessors, shun their evil ways, devel- 
op their crude ideas, and gain wisdom 
trom their foolishness.” 

Indtriduals lve again in their foot- 
prints, speak, and disclose their motives 
and impulses. The flight of centuries will 
pot efface the clear-cut beanty of the foot- 
prints which a Socrates, a Plato, a Luther, 
a Washington, and a Lincoln have imprint- 
ef on the “ sands of time”; while those of the 
lowly Nazarene shall shine with ineffable

THE BEREANS. 


BY REV. J. H. FAIRCHILD, D.D., PRESIDENT 
OF OBERLIN COLLEGE. 


OBERLIN, July 5th, 1868. 
To rae Eprror oF Tue INDEPENDENT: 
YeEsterpay I returned from a visit to 
Berea, Ky., to attend the anniversary ex- 
ercises of the school, and will give you a 
few of my impressions. 

The exercises, Thursday, were held in 
the grove, on the college grounds, under a 
bower prepared with considerable expend- 
iture of labor and quite artistic, under 
the direction and at the expense of Mr. 
Hanson, a trustee of the college. 

The people came in from the “ moun- 
tains” and from the “Blue Grass” to the 
number of twelve hundred, as I judged ; 
and listened with great attention through- 
out the day. The forenoon was devoted 
to orations, essays, and declamations from 
members of the school, evincing a good 
degree of culture, vigor of thought, and 
earnestness of character. 

Of the twenty-six who came forward in 
these exercises, fourteen were reputed 
white and twelve colored ; but it required 
a keener discrimination than mine, not- 
withstanding my long experience, to 
divide them properly. I failed in three 
instances. 

The afternoon was given up to short ad- 
dresses from visitors who were in attend- 
ance. I was much impressed, from all I 
saw and heard, with the mora] power and 
efficiency of the moyement. To outward 
observation there is only a beginning. 
The buildings are temporary, and the orig- 
inal forest overshadows everything. But the 
location is one of great natural beauty, and 
the surrounding scenery is very fine. The 
most impressive fact is the interest and en- 
thusiasm of those connected with the 
school, teachers and pupils, and the hold 
which it manifestly has upon the sur- 
rounding country. It looks like a suecess- 
ful solution of the problem of “ impartial 
education” in the South. If the accounts 
were to be balanced to-day, I think the re- 
sult already obtained might be regarded 
as full compensation forall the expendi- 
ture of means and labor; and the pros- 
pect of good to come is certainly very en- 
couraging. The spirit and tone of the 
place reminded me very much of the early 
days of Oberlin. If I mistake not, it is 
the beginning of great things. 





Financial € Commercial 


WESTERN WOOLEN MANUFAC- 
TURERS. 


Ir our woolen manufacturers are not 
doing well in their business, it is not‘for 
want of proper protection in the way ofa 
high tariff; for there is no other class of 
foreign fabrics that pays so high a duty 
as woolens. Common woolen cloths 
pay at the rate of thirty-five per cent. ad 
valorem, and fifty cents a pound ; which is 
about equal, for the coarser qualities, to 
eighty per cent. There are a good many 
kinds of cottons which do not pay over 
thirty-five per cent., but there are few 
woolens that pay less than seventy. With 
such an amount of protection as this our 
woolen mills ought to be profitable prop- 
erty. The West, which produces such a 
large amount of wool, is moving vigor- 
ously to build up this great interest. 

A great exposition of woolen goods is 
to be held in Chicago, on the 3d, 4th, and 
5th of August, under the charge of the 
Woolen Manufacturers’ Association of the 
Northwest, which is especially entitled to 
the attention of all wool-growers and 
woolen manufacturers. 

The association say,in their circular, 
that tt is the design of the exposition to 
make such an exhibition of all the classes 
of wools produced in the West, and of all 





prosperity; and, by bringing together rep- 
resentatives of the wool-growers and 
wool-workers, to enable fhem to harmonize 
conflicting views, and to agree on such 
course as shall best advance the interest 
of both parties. It will also prove of great 
advantage to parties exhibiting, in afford- 
ing opportunities for effecting sales. 

The diploma of the association will be 
awarded to the exhibitors of the best and 
largest displays of each of the following 
classes of wool: Broadcloth, delaine, and 
combing; of the best collection of sam- 
ples of each of these classes; of the three 
unwashed fleeces (in each class) best “ put 
up” for market; of the three best “ put 
up” washed fleeces (of each class); of 
ram’s fleece (in each class) of greatest mar- 
ket value; of ewe’s fleece (in each class) of 
greatest market value; and of any other 
exhibition of peculiar merit. 





MONEY MARKET. 


Money was in abundant supply the 
whole of last week, to the great disap- 
pointment of the “bear party,” who have 
been predicting a squeeze and are still anx- 
iously looking for it. At the close of the 
week some large loans were made on Gov- 
ernments at 2} per cent; but the going 
rate was for 8 per cent. on Governments, 
and 4 on miscellaneous collaterals. Some 
of the banking-houses and large stock- 
houses were forced to hold over large sums 
which they were unable to lend. 

The bank statement is not looked for 
with the same feeling of solicitude that 
prevails on ordinary occasions when 
money is active; but it tells its weekly 
story in relation to the condition of our 
banks and the general tenor of the money 
market with great regularity and but little 
variation. The statement for last week is 
very encouraging to borrowers, and we do 
not yet perceive the slightest indication of 
the approach of the tightness which is to 
be the indication of the Western demand 
for crop-moving purposes. As business in- 
creases, more money will be demanded for 
the regular operations of commerce; but 
it is not to such causes that we must look 
for any serious disturbance of the money 
market. All the trouble that our business 
community has suffered from during the 
last three years has been occasioned either 
by the arbitrary and indiscreet measures 
of the Treasury Department, or by the 
mischievous combinations of certain pow- 
erful bears in Broad Street, who were 
enabled to effect their purposes by making 
money temporarily tight. But we do
